WADSWORTH. 


[From the Canon Patriot.] 


This town is on the Central Pacific 


Railroad, thirty-five miles east of 
Reno and near the Truckee river. 
Population about five hundred. The 
offices and shops of the Truckee Di- 
vision — Trnckee to Winnemucca, 
205 miles—are located here. At the 
station there are the offices of the 
Superintendent, Mr. Free, the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific and Railroal Tele- 
gruph Company, ticket agent, etc.; 
the Wadsworth House, Postoffice, 
Wells, Fargo & Co., and »bookstore. 
The car, machine, copper, boiler, 
blacksmith and paint shops and 
round house are in the northern end 
of the town, about one-fifth of a mile 
from the main track. 


Mr. Win. MoPhorson is foreman 


of the car department. 
He has held 


this position eight years. 
Tho cars 


are repaired in the car shop. Six- 
teen men are employed, including 
three at Rono and two at tho Hum- 
boldt station. 


Mr. James Velsir has bpen master 


mechanic for over four years. Forty- 
five men are employed in the ma- 
chine shop—twenty machinists, four 


80x80 in the Meond story, which 
may be rented to several societies 
that may be organized here within a 
few months. 


There are over thirty Masons and 


about SB many Odd Fellows residing 
in and near Wadsworth. 


Last Spring a neat school house, 


26x36, was erected. It is furnished 
with tho Triumph desks, purchased 
of Bancroft & Co., San Francisco, and 
in the cupola is hung a bell which 
cost 8157, bought of Qarrett, San 
Francisco. 


Four small dwelling houses and a 


building to be used for a store are 
being built. 


There are nearly fifty families and 


over one hundred children. 


The public school is closed for the 


Summer vacation. 
The teacher is 


not engaged yet. 


The Sunday School is in a pros- 


perous condition. 
Religious ser- 


vices are held occasionally in the 
school honse by clergymen from 
Roiio and other places. 


Mr. Edwin Fowler has been post- 


master and agent for Wells, Fargo & 
Co. for noora than six years. He 
has a nent, pretty cottage near the 
railroad, surrounded by trees. 


Several residences have gardens in 


which nro fruit and shade trees, 
grass, flowers, vegetables. Several 
wind mills pump water from the river 
or wells for irrigation and domestic 
purposes. Eight or ten ranches near 
heie, supply the town with vegeta- 
bles, milk and butter. 


The Indian Reservation is on the 


Truckee River, twenty miles below 
Wadsworth, near 
Pyramid 
Lake. 


More than fifty tons of trout are 
caught by the whites and Indians in 
this luke and the Truckee river and 
shipped from this point every year. 


That the people here are intelligent 


and believe iu t iking newspapers, 
we need only state that nearly fifty 
copies of this paper are sent to the

blacksmiths and two boiler makers. 
Mr. Robert Drought is clerk, Mr. 
E. N, Underwood is foreman of this 
department and Mr. William Hebard 
is foremnn of the round hoiibe, 
whiish has twenty BtiillB. Thiity lo- 
comotives run from this station, 
which require thirty engineers and 
thirty firemen. 


The engineers have organized a 


society in connection with the liroth- 
erhood of the 
Locomotive Engi- 


neers, an association •which exists in 
all purts of the United States where 
there is a railroad. They have a 
hall neatly furnished in the second 
story of the depot. No engineer 
can become a member whose past 
record is not good. 


There is a large freight depot here, 


Mr. Daniel Hnnter is agent. Fieight 
is shipped by Mr. M. V. Gilbert and 
Mr. M. Baphael by teams to Mason 
Valley, lone, Belmont, Columbus 
and Belleville. Ore, soda, boiax are 
brought back and shipped by rail- 
road to different points east and west. 
The Ireight is an important feature 
of the business at this point. About 
twenty-five 
teams, three or four 


wagons each, containing from 25,000 
to 30,000 pounds, aggregating over 
three hundred tons, leave hero every 
month. At three cents a pound, the 
amount paid to the owners of teams 
will amount to nearly §19,000 a 
month. This does not include the 
return freight from the 
different 


points named above, nor the amount 
received by the forwarding mer- 
chants, who have from fifty cents to 
a dollar a ton as commission. It 
will be readily seen that the people 
of Wadsworth are exceedingly de- 
sirous that the freight shall be 
shipped from this point to Columbus 
and Belleville, as well as to other 
places where it is uow seut. Having 
conversed with several teamsters, we 
can state that they will ^ery reluc 
tantly tike their teams off from the 
route between Wadsworth and Col- 
umbus and put them on any other 
route. 


They claim that this is the natura 


thoroughfare; that the road is better 
and the grade is lighter than that o: 
any other route from Columbus ant 
Belleville to any other point on the 
Central 
Pacific 
or Virginia auc 


Truckue Bailroad. The Oillis is the 
only mountain to be ascended, ani 
the grade over this is not heavy 
There is water along the road in the 
Summer and very hltle snow in Win 
ter. The distance to Columbus is 
140 miles and to Belleville 125 miles 
If the business men of Wadsworth 
consider their pecuniary interests 
and the prosperity of their place 
they will make every effort to retain 
this trade. 


Tbui-e are several stores, two black 


smith and wheelwright shops, three 
hotels, a bakery and restaurant, drug 
store, barber shop, two meat mar 
kets, two harness shops, one carpen 
ter shop, one tailor, one shoemaker 
tin and hardware store, three hay 
yards and one livery stable.

Steamboat

As 
it is easy of access, the place ought 
to be A popular place of resort for 
invalids afflicted with rheumatism, 
neuralgia, salt rhenm, etc.

Silver Qneallen-Mere CMd to bo Mold 


—The N«w Territory-Etc. 


WASHINGTON, August 8. 


The bill passed by the House on 


Saturday provides for a commission 
of three Senators, three Representa- 
tives and thri.e experts, to inquire— 
First, into tbe change tbat has taken 
pluce in relation to the values of gold 
and silver; the causes thereof, wheth- 
er permanent or otherwise; the effect 
on the trade commerce, finances and 
productive interests of the country, 
and on the standard of values in this 
and other countries. Second, into 
the policy of a restoration of the 
double standard in this country, and, 
if restored, what the legal relations 
between the two coins of silver and 
gold shall be. Third, into tho ques- 
tion of the policy of continuing 
legal-tender notes concurrently with 
a inetitlic standard, and the effect 
thereof on the labor, industry and 
wealth of the country. Fourth, into 
the best manner of providing for 
facilitating the resumption of specie 
payment. The commission is to re- 
port on'or about the 15th of Janu- 
ary, 1877. 


The Secretary of tho Treasury will 


probably sell two million dollars in 
gold early next week. The proceeds 
of the new Five-per-cents, which ho 
will sell on Saturday for the amount 
of the Geneva Award, he will award 
in gold in sums of not less than five 
hundred thousand dollars.
